• Deputy Sheriff Don Borne of the Juvenile Division of 
the Jefferson Parish Sheriff’s Off Ice, Gretna, Louisiana, 
telephonlcally advised the Hew Orleans Office of the Federal 1 
Bureau of Investigation on Hay 3, 1965, that la connection 
with the missing persons notice placed with his department In 
connect ion with Philip Geracl, III, a 17 year old high school 
student residing at 2201 Green Acres Road, Hetalrie, Louisiana 
it had come to ^is attention that Geracl had an interest In 
guerilla warfare, explosives and the organizing of groups, 
Deputy Borne stated Geracl Is n mentally disturbed youth who t 
R eceived psychiatric trc»atment6, la rated as being almost S - 
genius, and is reported to have been an acquaintance of Lee 
Harvey Oswald, the assassin of President John F, Kennedy. . 




In connection with a previous Investigation, ■ 

Carlos Brlnguler, operator of Casa Roca Store, 107 Decatur v 
Street, Hew Orloans, Louisiana, advised on November 25, 1963, 
that he Is active in antl-Castro Cuban groups In Hew Orleans, f/i 
Louisiana . ^ He stated that on August 5, 1963, he met Los ' 

Harvey Oswald when he came in the Casa 'Roca Store and volunteered 
to assist Id anti-Castro Cuban matters* The next day be returned 
and left n S* Karine Hanual at the etora, but he. did not ^ . 
meet hla. ‘ ^ 


On August 9, 1963, Brlnguler stated ho observed 
Oswald passing out pro-Castro leaflets on Canal Street and ' ^ 

he^ attempted to talk to him and this conversation subsequently 
resulted in a fist fight which resulted In his arrest and 
twoS other anti-Castro Cuban friends of his as well as Lee ^ 
Oswald* He advised that Oswald appeared at Municipal Court 
l^nd'^entered a plea of guilty and was sentenced to pay" a flaa - 
of H10*00* He stated that when he appeared In Municipal ^ ^ 

Court, he took a seat among the Negro people who were present. 
In court and was not represented by an attorney and offered 
no defense. Subsequent to this arrest, Brlnguler stated 
Jthat he arranged for a debate on local radio station VD3D 
In which they debated the effects of Castro’s activities 
Cuba,';:;;..:. . - , , - V ■ — ^ 
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Bringuier advised that he knew of no associates ot 
Oswald with the possible exception of a Philip Geracli III, 
who resides In MetalriOi Louisiana* He described this person ' :, 
as a youth about 16 years of age who came to his -store a few * 7 ^/' 
minutes before Oswald appeared for the first time on August 8 ^ - 

1963, and offered his services to the Cubans who were antl^ 
Castro, and during the time he was la the store, he gained 
an impression that he might be an associate of Oswald, The 
only reasons he says he is possibly an associate Is because 
they were both In the store at the same time* ^ ^ 
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The following information was obtained in interviews 
with Tance Blalock and Philip Geraci In 1963: 
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VAKCE BLALOCK, 5708 Bout all Street, Motali-le, 
, furnished the following Xnformatioaj

BLALOCK viewed a photograph of LEE HARVfiT 
OSV7ALD, after which ho stated he was cortain OSWALB was "■ ^ 

Identical to the individual whoui he conversed with briefly ■ 

at the Cuban Student Directorate (CSD) , 107 Decatur :-.r ■ 

Street, Now Orleans, Louisiana. B^-*.iL0CK advlse'd that he \ 

and a friend, PHILIP 0EIL\CI, wont to the CSD to Inquire 
about its activities as he had heard it was an antl-CASTRO 
Cuban studont organization. BLAJvOCK advised that when he ; 
and GERACI arrived at the CSD, located at the Casa Roca 
Store, 107 Decatur Street, they talked with a CARLOS - 
BR1NGIU3 (phonetic) who seeraed to be the leader of the ' 

CSD, While discussing the purposes and activities of the ‘ 

CSD, an Individual whan BLALCX:K identified as being 0SWALD/:;r^ 
arrived at the store, BLALOCK recalls OSWALD inquiring 
about the CSD and expressing an Interest to become a * . 

member and to learn all he could about the organization, “ 
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BLALOCK advised that he and his friend, 
had a brief conversation with 0S\1AJJ>^ regarding guerrilla 
operations. OSWALD Informed BLALOCK that he was a former /iV,v ; 
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Uarlne; that he had a Marino Guido Book which he had read 
and in which he learned all ab:>ut guerrilla operations and 
tactics. ^BLALOCK recalls OSWALD describing to him how ' 
easy it would be to derail a train. OSWALD told him that . 

this could be accompliahed by securing a chain with a lock , 
and wrapping It around railroad tracks, BLALOCK also 
recalls OSWALD aentlonlrg that he knew how to blow up^ 
bridges and also he knew how to make gun powder and a = 

"ZIP"’ gun. In addition, OSWALD mentioned that he knew all ;L 
about guns but BLALOCK could not recall the exact details 
of what was discussed on the subject of guns, -> * **: : 
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* ■ BLALOCK advised that his coiiversatloa with 

OSVfALD lasted probably about llfteen minutes, aad that 
0SV7ALD never discussed Conraunism, Uarxlsm or any other >' 

political philosophy. OSWALD appeared to hlo as belne 
well educated and well read. Just prior to OSWALD leavlngf ^i, 
he promised BLALOCK and GERACI that in the near future he 
would let- them borrow his Guide Book for Marines in which 
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they could ohteln ell tho Informs tlon they wsnted rogardlnj ' 
guerrilla warfare. The last thing BLALOCK could recall --.1 
regarding his conversation with 0ST7ALD was OSWALD mcntlonlEC 


the new M-14 rifle which OSWLAD described to BLALOCK and 
informing BLALOCK that most of the Armed Services had this 
gun at the present tlroa. Finally, BLALOCK stated he 
recalls OSWALD making some reference to Florida, but could 
furnish no details regarding conments OSWALD made in this 
regard. BLALOCK seemed to remember OSWALD mentioning 
something about him recently visiting the Casa Nostra 
(phonetic) a Cuban organization in Florida 
recollection was vague regarding further 
matter. ■

BLALOCK stated that he has not seen OSWALD sin 
his brief meeting with OSWALD in the latter part of July 
1963, and could furnish nd additional informatics of any 
kind regarding OSWALD,

was the headquarters for the antl-CASTRO oreaxiaatloa, 
known as the CSD. AccoBipaTiyine CERACI at that time wae a ..J, 
friend of his, VANCE BLALOCK, 6708 Boutall Street, lietalrie, _ 
Louisiana. - 
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While talking with CARLOS ESIKGIUS, an isdivldual 
whose photograph GERACI advised was identlcil to LEE HARVEY 
OSTJALD, caiue into the store and mode inquiry of BRINOlUS . 
regard ing antl-CASTRO literature. OSV/ALD expressed an . 
interest in learning all about the CSD and indicated • . '• 
desire to join the organization. Following a brief 
discuss io*n of the CSD, its pkirposes and objectives, OSWALD 
became engaged in another conversation with- GERACI and hlB 
friend, BLALOCK, GERACI recalls 0£\? AID, mentioning that he 
had in his possession a Marine Guido Book which contained • , 
inlormation regarding guerrilla tactics, firearms and other . 
subjects. GERACI recalls mentioning to OSWALD that he, 

GERACI, had done a little reading regarding guerrilla warfare, 
after which OSWALD informed him that he was familiar with 
various typos of guerrilla tactics. OSWALD informed GERACI :|:;||^^p.; 
that be knew enough about explosives to be able to blow 
^tho new bridge which crossed the Mississippi River from 
Kew Orleans to Algiers, Louisiana, OSr/ALD also mentioned 
that he knew how to derail a train which could easily be 
accjompllshed by placing a chain around the railroad tracks --j. 'f- 
a-nc securing It with a lock. ■ ■■ : 
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GEP-ACI advised that the brief conversation with

He cannot recall OSWALD discussing Uarxism, Communism ^ 

or any other political philosophy at the time. - GERACX 'V - 
recalls OSWALD mentioning that h© was living on Hagazlne ^ 

Street, exact address unrocallod, and also that he was looking 
for a Job. In addition, GERACI advised that other than 
the brief conversation he had with OSV/ALD In July, J&63, 
h© had no further contact with OSWALD and had not seen hia 
since that time.

had net been planned, however, to plant any actual boobs or r' ■ ^

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Deputy BOilKE secured from school nates and studenta 
whom he had interviewed some books which appeared to be '

back to Cuba and overthrow CASTRO. GERACI 's services were / : 
refused# GERACI also offered to Join the "Morgan - 

Brigade^" a group or Americans who wlshec to go back to 
and overthrow CASTRO, and was also refused# ; ^ ^ 
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The matter of GERACI as being a missing person la 
carried as Item 174-^2733-65 with the Jefferson Parish Sheriff's 
Office. Deputy Sheriff BORNE stated GERACI is classed mereljf . ; :■ ■ 
as a runaway in that he is of legal age in the state of ■ 

Louisiana. There are no chargee against GERACI. There had 
been indication GERACI may have been associated at one tine 
with one "RARIO"^ , otherwise unknown^ who was reported to be 
a homosexual. 
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CERACI, JR., 2201 Greea Acres Road, Ketalris^^j^S^-v, 
Loulslaoa, advised ho Is the father of PHILIP GKRACl, III who 
has been missing since April 20, 1965.

Itr o GliRACI stated he once discovered that his son 
was reading a book on guerilla warfare. He took the book 
Sway from him, but was aware that his son continued to be 
interested In historical material* 
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At the ago of 10 his son received psychiatric 
treatment for bed wetting. Approximately one year ago his 
sen became peculiar In his actions, spending lots of tine to 
himself, and froQuently washed his hands and face to excess , 
^■once rubbing his face raw. He refused any longer to eat off 
plates which ho, himself, had used, and would wipe off door 
knobs which he thought his father had used. Ur. GERACI 
^believed that at one time his son might have done harm to 
himself with a machette which he took from him. The family 
physician placed his eon on tranquilizers and then ordered 
him to receive psychiatric treatment. He has received 
the psychiatric treatment at Tulano University Medical 
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School where a Doctor DHUHKOKD was the psychiatrist.
